Prison hunger strikers become

BERLEN (Ofns). —

in West Germany are force-feeding 
some 40 urban revolutionaries who 
have been on hunger strike for 
eight weeks and who seem prepar- 
ed to fast to death. 

Earlier this month one hunger- 
striker, Holger Melina, died of star- 
vation while protesting against the 
prisoners’ alleged solitary comfine- 
Tent. His death is being linked 
with the subsequent “revenge mur- 
der” of West Eerlin’s sentor judge 
end has brought about the most se- 
rious clashes in years between young 
German leftists and police. 

Pitched battles between the two 
sides in the streets of West Berlin, 
Frankfurt and other West German 
cities are unavoidable if there are 
further fatalities among the anarch- 
ist prisoners.

Informer leads London police 
in predawn raid on Irish homes 


LONDON (UPI). — Folice raiders 
guided by an Irish Republican Army 
tnformer seized dozens of suspected 
bombers yesterday in the biggest 
Operation mounted against the new- 
ly outlawed IRA to date. 

A police spokesman said they ar- 
rested about 80 suspects, including 
8 number of women in a raid on 
Irish homes that began before day- 
light. 

“This is the biggest operation we 
have ever mounted against the IRA 
here,” a detective said. “We could 
round up as many as 50 people.” 
The suspects were taken to a police 
station in Guildford, 80 miles south 
of London, where another 11 men 
and women were held for question- 
ing about two bomb charges in 
Guildford and Woolwich pubs that 
Killed seven persons and wounded ig 
86 others in October and early 
November. 


One man has already been charg- 
ed with murder in connection with 
the blasts. Police said official char- 
ges were pending against a second. 

Police sources said one of the 
men detained was believed to be on 
the nation's list of most wanted 
men,
